The Emperor’s birthday was celeb- 
tated on October 31 at Tokyo more

\the members of the Royal Family,

}fanctions ever held at the Foreign, 
Office. |

was made at 5 p.m. te wreck the ball- 
,room of the Foreign Minister's house, 
when preparations for the ‘night's 
great function were being completed.
